He was trying to interview me and he would say 
"Why did you start it" and I would say "Is 
that so very important?" He would say "I 
have to be able to say something." I said 
"OK~--ego; sheer ego. How do you like that?" 
He said "All right, now..." I said "No, I 
don't like that: no sooner do I say it than 

I see how wrong it is. And misleading. How 
do you like 'For the betterment of mankind?!" 
He said "OK, nowee.'! And I said:"that's even 
worse, more self-serving. Would you prefer 
"Because I'm a radio~freak.' The brain---I 
once had this theory that radio transmitters 


turn the brain to porridge. One gets addicted 
to radio frequency waves pouring in on one," 
"OK,'' he said, a bit more sharply, "you're 
the manager: right?" And I said "No, It's 
just the same. As soon as you say that I 
realize that it's not true. I may have been 
such in 1962 or 1963 but it's organic, KRAB; 
like a good cancer, growing and spreading, 
taking on its own life until it moves and 
changes and works all by itself. I am here 
sometimes and not here sometimes for weeks 
and the wheels turn ‘round, the water the 
ideas pour on, the music flows the tides of 
music. Manager? That's too easy to saye 

One doesn't manage a river. It manages the 
individual, and you either fight it or let 

it drag you on." We say nothing for a min- 
ute. "Well," he says, ever-alert, "who makes 
the decisions, chooses the programs?" "I wish 
I knew," I said. "Eighty, a hundred people, 
volunteers. With a thousand ideas. Anda 
million ways of expressing them. I just sit 
here and they come in the door, or on the 
telephone. I'm just a slave, a slave-trans- 
mitter.'' He doesn't believe me. Exactly. 


And I don't know if I believe 
it myself. "A countervailing 
theory of answers," I think: 
"As soon as you say something, 
you immediately think of the 
contrary. And know it to be 
fact. "I'm trying to under- 
stand why KRAB is here," he 
sayse "God," I think: "He's 
trying to understand, I fid- 
dle with my shirt some. 
There is music pouring in on 
us, music of Indonesia, a 
whole night of it. At that 
moment, this organic flow 
of music of West Java, you 

: 3 remember 'The Water Music.' 
nListen to that," I tell him. I turn it up, 
way UP, so we both wince. "Listen to that." 
The music turns and breaks, and cascades againe 
I think of three or four people, in a land I 
shall never know, playing music with instru- 
ments I shall never comprehend~~-music so 
alien and yet so profoundly rooted in the 
twisted beautiful routes of men's souls. I 
see the moon, and the beach, and the soft sough 
of the water---but most of all, four musicians 
bent on turning their minds and their fingers 
to some sweet fragment of all men. "Listen to 
that," I tell him. "What is it? Do you know? 
It's not important---it's just that that great 
music has probably never been broadcast by any 
radio station in the United States. Or at 
least---not a whole evening of it. I'll bet 
that they wouldn't even do this in Java. Not 
for six hours. Mood music---that's what they 
are playing right now. But it's great: as 
great and profound as anything composed by Bach 
or Miyagi or Schtitz or Ornette. And you're 
listening to it now, and I am---and the 25 
people in Seattle who have the sense to realize 
that something great is happening right nowe 
You and me and a handfull of people who know--- 
must know---that we're not the only men or art- 
ists in the world. That's why. That's why.

Where do the programs come from, he asked. Well, 
I said: there are the programs we get from the 
Pacifica stations, and WOR, and CJRT, and some- 
times WGBH or WFMT. Then there are the ones 

we produce ourselves: the commentaries, the 
talks, the panel discussions, the events we 
tape from all over the city, sometimes the 
state. Records, of course. A thousand, 
two thousand of them---from our own coll- 
ection,, and those we borrow. Records-<-- 
people trying to communicate: their 
ideas in words, their feelings in 
musice Records; and tapes that 

appear in our mailbox. Who leaves 
them there---and why? Then the inter- 
national broadcasterse Let's see: the 
world is so big and strange, a big box of 

jelly that quivers and pulsates and disgorges 

this rapt concentration of sound. The world, and 
tapes from Radio Japan and South Africa, from Radio 
Moscow and RAI from Italy; music from Radio Malta 
and the British Broadcasting System. Music from 
East German Radio and plays from New Zealand. 
Ideas from Radio Australia and do you remember 
that time when we got a letter from Afghanistan 
saying that they would send us all the ethnic 
music we needed if we could only send them some 
Mood Music. Wrapped in tinfoil, so it could not 
be X-Rayed out of existence. Mood Music, for the 
love of God. All India Radio---yes they sent us 
you know hours: of tabla and shenai and sitar, 
Surely there's more: surely somewhere in the om- 
nivorous world some tape rubbed with some ob- 
scure music or idea came to us and got lost, or 
raped by the Customs, or dropped off some ship 
somewhere in the sea of North Calcutta, the 

rivers of the Saharae Somewhere---from Egypt 

or Bengali or Amsterdam or Rio, we lost, some 
attempt, by some man, or group or army of men, 

to tell us, to communicate, that we were not 
alone, or frozen or even unable to swell to the 
reaches of men.
